If  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  school 
have  enough  life  to  issue  the  paper  it  is  your  duty  to  subscribe 
for  tr.e  paper  ir  y^u  are  a  evaaent  cr  an  alumnus  of  that  school. 
A  school  ps-per  aught  to  represent  the  English  department  of  the 
school.   The  department  should  be  given  expansion  in  the  paper 
by  means  of  short  stories,  poems  and  special  articles.   Suppose 
your  school  paper  has  55  copies  for  a  certain  issue-also  suppose 
that  there  are  40  pages  with  14  pages  of  advertising.

Not  allowing  $10  per  page  for  14  pages  we  have  $140.   Sales  may 
amount  to  $100,  giving  a  total  of  $240  and  profit  of  about  $25. 
Dividing  the  total  cost  $B14  by  the  total  number  of  copies  500 
we  have  $.43  the  cost  of  es.ch  oracle.  That  is  when  we  charge 
$.25  per  copy  we  are  actually  giving  away  $18  6nly  for  the 

advertising  we  could  not  issue  the  paper  at  all,
